The State of New Hampshire 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Lisbon, in the 
County of Grafton and the State of New Hampshire, 
qualified to vote in town affairs: 


You are hcreby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
said Lisbon on Tuesday the 10th day of March next, 
polls to be opened at nine o’clock in the forenoon, and 
will not be closed before four o’clock in the afternoon 
to act upon the following subjects: 


Article 1. To choose all necessary town officers for 
the ensuing year 


Article 2. To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray town charges, the same being: 
Town Officers’ Salaries, Town Officers’ Expenses, 
Election and Registration Expenses, Municipal Court 
Expenses, Expenses of Town Hall and other Town 
Buildings, Insurance, Police Department, Fire Depart- 
ment and Vital Statistics, for the ensuing year, and 
make appropriation for the same. 


Article 3. To see if the town will fix and determine 
the compensation to be paid each of the town officers. 


Article 4. To hear the reports of agents, auditors and 
special committees heretofore chosen, and pass any 
vote in relation thereto. 


Article 5. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the repairs of highways 
and bridges for the ensuing year. 
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Article 6. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the public libraries in ad- 
dition to what is required by law, and to determine 
how the same shall be divided. 


Article 7. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to appoint one or more Road Agents, to 
take effect one year from date of vote. 


Article 8. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the cemeteries in the town 
of Lisbon. 


Article 9. To see if the town will vote to light the 
streets of Lisbon Village District all night during the 
entire year; Sugar Hill from the dwelling of H. J. 
Field to Hotel Lookoff, from the Baptist Church 
through Lovers’ Lane to the Franconia town line, from 
the former location of the Goodnow school house to 
the Homestead, and from the Lisbon and Franconia 
town line to the dwelling of James Dudley; Sugar Hill 
and vicinity to be lighted the entire year until mid- 
night, and from 5 a.m. until daylight, excepting the 
lights from the Bowles Cottage to the Hotel Lookoff 
for six months of the year; all the above premises to 
be lighted with electricity; and to raise and appropri- 
ate the necessary money for the same. 


Article 10. To see how much money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the District Nursing 
Association. 


Article 11. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $150.00 for the proper observ- 
ance of Memorial Day. 


Article 12. To see if the town will vote to accept 
Town Road Aid and raise and appropriate the sum of 
£055.50 for the same. 


Article 13. To see if the town will vote to plow the 
town roads, and if so, to raise and appropriate the ne- 
cessary money for the same. 


Article 14. To see if the town will authorize the Se- 
lectmen to oil such roads in the town as are already 
oiled, and to raise and appropriate the necessary mon- 
cy for the same. 


Article 15. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $4,500 to resurface and tar the 
read from the so-called Jay Fields Place to the Albert 
Hubbard Place, also short piece of road from the Ed- 
ward Hadley Place to the foot of the so-called Crapo 
Till. 


Article 16. To see if the town will vote to raise and

To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $300.00 to the White Mountain 
Region Association for the purpose of advertising the 
town of Lisbon. 


Article 18. To see how much money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the support of the 
poor. 


Article 19. To see how much money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for Old Age Assistance. 


Article 20. To cee if the town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to borrow such sums of money as they 
deem necessary in anticipation of taxes.

Article 21. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money to be divided between the 
the Littleton Hospital and the Woodsville Hospital. 


Article 22. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $3,000.00 to pay note due July 
Ist, 1953, account new fire pumper, together with in- 
terest theren. 


Article 23. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $4,500 to replank the North 
Lisbon and Streeter District bridges. 


Article 24. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $500.00 for the purpose of help- 
ing the Sugar Hill Fire Dept. in the town of Lisbon. 


Article 25. To see if the town will vote to adopt a 
plan for extending to employees of the town the ben- 
efits of title II of the Federal Social Security Act (Old 
Age and Survivors’ Insurance) as authorized by Chap- 
ter 234 of the Laws of 1951 and to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $500 to defray the town’s share of the 
cost thereof. 


Article 26. If the foregoing article is adopted, to see if 
the town will authorize the Selectmen to execute on 
behalf of the town the necessary agreement with the 
State of New Hampshire to carry into effect the plan 
and to see if the town will designate the Town Treas- 
urer as the officer to be responsible for the administra- 
tion of the plan. 


Article 27. To see if the town will vete to allow the 
collector of taxes additional compensation for his ser- 
vices in collecting the State Head Tax, and to fix the 
amount thereof.

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Article 28. To see if the town will authorize the Se- 
lectmen to purchase a bucket loader, the price not to 
exceed four thousand dollars, and to raise and appro- 
priate the necessary money for the same. 


Article 29. To see if the town will vote to purchase 
and erect a suitable memorial to the veterans of World 
War II, to raise and appropriate the necessary money 
for the same, and to authorize the Moderator to ap- 
point a Committee of three to act with the Selectmen 
for the purchase and erection of such a memorial. 


Article 30. To see if the town, being relieved of the 
expense of maintaining the Town Hall for athletic 
purposes, will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$5,000.00 toward the expense of building and equip- 
ping a new Memorial Gymnasium. 


Article 31. To transact any other business that may 
legally come before the meeting.
